MONARCHISTS ARE IN CONTROL 


Old Prussian Clique Reported to Be 
At Head of Revolt—Noske, Min- 
ister of Defense Arrested. 


London.—Germany is in the throes 
of a counter-revolutionary movement 
which was successful last Saturday in 
turning the Ebert government out of 
Berlin and setting up a new adminis- 
tration in the capital. President Ebert 
and his cabinet, offering no armed 
resistance to the revolutionary troops 
which invaded Berlin from the sub- 
urbs, 

The new government, which has 
been provisionally proclaimed here 
with Dr. Wolffgang Kapp as chan- 
cellor, hag declared the National As- 
sembly dissolyed and announced that 
new elections would be held. 

Dispatches reporting the arrest of 
Gustav Noske, President Ebert's min- 
ister of defense, and from a military 
standpoint the strong man in the 
Ebert group, were considered most 
significant. Observers here believed 
that the one chance of successful 
military opposition to the revolution. 
ists rested with Noske. . 

Berlin reports said that Dr. Von 
Kapp, who assumed the chancellor- 
ship when the revolutionists seized 
Berlin has relinquished that post in 
favor of Dr. Karl von Helfferich and 
has taken the position of dictator, 
with supreme control of Germany. 

Despite denials sent out by the 
revolutionary government there was 
every indication that it is led and con- 
trolled exclusively by Known monarch- 
ists of the old Prussian milltarist 
clique. Every name mentioned in the 
dispatches is that of a known reac- 
tionary, officials here said.
